We have passed the winter of the 
greatest unemployment in the history 
of our country.

OX TWO DIFFERENT POINTS. 

Lexington, Ky. — Kentucky wool is 
liked by wool dealers and manufac- 
turers becau60 of its liuht shrinkage 
and freedom from dirt and chaff, ac- 
cording to J. J. Horlaclter, In charge 
of sheep wor knt the Colege of Agri- 
culture. Tho majority ol tho state's 
wool crop, which totale more than two 
and one-half million pounds, is graded 
as quarter-blood and three-eights 
blood, he said. 

"Tho common mountain sheep pro- 
duce very coarse, light fleeces grad- 
ing as quarter-blood, low quarter- 
blood and common. /Jlsl year, in some 
instances, this low qnarter-blood and 
common wool sold for ony two-thirds 
as much a pound as the quarter-blood 
and three-eighths blood. 

"The two latter grades are produced 
hy tho Hampshire. Shropshire, Oxford 
Cheviot and Southdown purebreds and 
grades. A purebred rnm of one of 
theso broods when bred to n common 
ewo usually will improve the flfeecc 
of tho offspring sufficiently to raise It 
from low quarter to qunrtor-blood 
theroby Increasing its value ono-thlrd 
to one-hnlf on the basis of 19:11 
prices."
